1'he proportionate enrollment of 



Spanish^surnam© students at Sail Jose State College compared 
to estimates for the State of California {10 per cent), 

Santa Clara County (12 per cent), and the City of San 
Jose (20««2 5 per cent) suggests that the attendance of these 
students is considerably below expectation in terms of their 
total numbers found in the San Jose State College area of 
influence* Survey data from neighboring higher education 
institutions on enrollments of Spani sh~surname students need 
to be determined before more definite conclusions may be 

drawn* 



2* Spani sh»* surname students are in attendance in 
about the same sex ratio as the total student population.
